2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest an Inkjet recording medium having an outermost 
ink receiving layer comprising polyvinyl alcohol, silica and an uncross-l inked epoxy 
compound as a cross-linking agent. 

Claim 1 1 has been rejoined for allowance. It is noted that "coating said ink- 
receiving layer with the transparent film layer by heating" is the lamination referred to in 
claim 8. This heating step must be carried out at a temperature and for a time that 
cross-links the polyvinyl alcohol and epoxy compound in accordance with applicants' 
disclosure at page 1 1 , the paragraph spanning lines 6-21 .
